Opposition and Desertion 
A Jesuit Father who made a study of this phase of her 
life, wrote in regard to it. “umanly speaking, it is not 
possible to explain the circumstances that converged to 
crush her—but it had to be so; God willed that the found 
ress of the Propagation of the Faith and the Living Rosary 
should be made worthy of the great works she gave through 
Our Lord to His Church. It was God's will that she should 
meet with betrayal, opposition, desertion.” 
Feeling bound in conscience to repay every penny that 
she owed, in so far as was at all possible, MI Jaricot tried 





in one way after er to raise money but succeeded 


very poorly. She would earn a few hundred francs, keep 





what she needed the bare necessities of life, and 


send the remainder to her creditors; but the debt was

For ten or twelve years she lived in poverty so great 
that her clothing was always threadbare and often too thin 


and worn to*protect her from the cold, and her food was 


of coarsest quality and often all too little in quantity. Even 


in severe winter weather she could seldom afford a fire, 


or after dusk sufficient light to work or read. She was a 
pauper, officially listed among those in Lyons who needed 


and were receiving relief.

She Never Complained 
These were her heroic years. She never complained. As 
her troubles multiplied she clung more and more closely to 
God. The Cure d’Ars, preaching in his little church on 
suffering and resignation, said one day, “Ah, my brethren, 
I know some one who knows how to accept the cross, and 
a heavy cross, and to bear it with love. It is Mlle. Jaricot im

Ars. Feeling, as she said, that she “could not go on any 


longer” without seeing him, she set out one winter day, ac 


companied by Marie Dubois, a littl® peasar who still clung 
to her. A baker, on his way to Ars, offered them seats in 
his cart, which thev gladh accepted 

The wind was high and snow began to fall. Before the 


reached their destination Mlle. Jaricot was almost frozen 
As soon as he saw her the Cure ran out to meet her, but 
she was so stiff with cold that he had to get two men to 
help her to climb down. [le took her and Marie to his 
little room, which was as cold as outdoors, and seeing how 
weary and frozen and ill Mlle. Jaricot was, he vainly tried 
to make a fire in the never used grate, with some damp 
wood and straw. Although he got down on his knees to 
blow it, le succeeded onl 
and Mile. Jaricot said cheerily: 

“Dear Father, let it be 


in filling the room with smoke, 


I am used to the cold; what [ 
want is to be warmed inside by hope and love; that is 
what I came for.” 

She then told him how troubled she was at being unable 
to pay her debts and he counseled her not to worry. “You 


Cannot do what is impossible,” he said. “Never mind what 
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is said or done to injure vou m the eves of met - it w n't 
keep Our Lord from doing you justice.” 
Then, forgetting all else, they began to talk of the love 


of God, and did not desist until the Cure was called to 





the church to hear confessions \s a parting gi he gave 
her a small wooden cross, and was del t ee her 
pleasure in it.

In June, 1862, when she was sixty-three years of ge, 
Mile. Jaricot died after five weeks « mternse iftering

Christmas in Bethlehem 


There are few Catholics who would not like to spend 
one Christmas in Bethlehem and this article, describ- 
ing the ceremonies at the place of our Saviour’s birth, 
will be read with much interest by evervone. 

Christmas in Bethlehem! Holy as are the thoughts 
born in our hearts by these words, little do most of us 
realize that since the first Christmas night, down 
through dim centuries to our very day, the Birth of the 
Redeemer has been celebrated in that rock-hewn Grotto 

at the very Manger—where first He opened His in- 
fant eyes upon our world. To most of us it seems that 
Bethlehem and its Manger-Throne belong to the dis- 
tant past, too far removed from our day to be more 
than a memory called to mind with the Christmas story. 

Christmas Eve finds Jerusalem in preparation for 
the morrow’s festival in the near-by City of David. 
Early in the afternoon a great procession forms at the 
residence of the Patriarch for the departure for Beth- 
lehem, about five miles north of the Holy City. One 
of the Cathedral Canons, mounted on horseback and 
bearing aloft the Cross heads the procession of the 
Religious, Clergy, and Cathedral Chapter, who, accom- 
The line moves slowly 
along the highway used by the Magi of old, and Beth- 
lehem most often baskine in the December sun as it 
peacefully reclines on the Judean hillsides, soon greets 


pany the venerable Patriarch 


their gaze. To-day the ancient town has a population 
of some six thousand, nearly all of whom are Chris- 
tians—an industrious people occupied in their tradi- 
tional pastoral and agricultural avocations and in ar- 
tistic pearl working 

Arriving at the entrance of the town, the procession 
passes through its irreguiar old streets, and emerges 
into a great open space before the Basilica of Our 
Lord’s Nativity. Although in ages past one of the most 
beautiful churches in all Palestine, the surrounding 
buildings make its exterior appear today almost like a 
cold and forbidding fortress. St. Helena, the mother 
of Constantine, having at her disposal the wealth of 
the Roman Empire, transformed the Sacred Grotto of 
Christ's Birth into a magnificant sanctuary about the 
year 325. From time to time, however, during the suc- 
ceeding ages, the Basilica saw evil days, due either to 
the greed or the fanaticism of those in power. 


Preceding the triumphal procession, a great con- 
course of people has filled the square before the sacred 
edifice. The quaint white head-dress of the Christian 
women contrasts with the sombre black veils of their 
Mohammedan sisters, and the glittering uniforms of the 
foreign consuls and the other dignitaries mingle with 
brown habits of the Franciscans, whose happy privi- 
lege it has been for seven hundred years to guard on 
behalf of the Catholic Church, the place of Our Lord's 
Birth. 

Once within the venerable structure, a scene of 
stately majesty presents itself to the vision. A forest 
of gigantic pillars divides the church into a broad cen- 
tral nave with four aisles, while high on the walls above 
the columns one discerns splendid mosaics of great an- 
tiquity. At the end of the nave a hundred feet away i 
the sanctuary, below which is the holy Grotto in whic! 
Christ was born. Instead, however, of approaching 
this holy of holies, the procession turns abruptly to 
the left and leaves the Basilica to enter the parish 
church of St. Catherine adjoining the ancient structure. 
Here Pontificial Vespers—the beginning of the Christ- 
mas liturgy—is celebrated 

After the chanting of the Vespers, the procession 
to the Sacred Grotto takes place 
visiting clergy, bearing candles and singing hymns, 
wend their way throuch a corner of the Basilica and

down a winding stairway of stone, at the foot of which 
is the Holy Grotto. This Shrine, which is almost rec- 
tangular in shape, is about forty feet long with an aver- 
age width of some twelve feet. It is cut out of lime- 
stone and was once level with the surrounding ground, 
being open at one end to the elements, from which it 
formed a hillside refuge. Because of its sacred charac- 
ter, its floor and sides are protected with fine white 
marble. Here in the place of the Redeemer’s Birth, onc 
falls upon his knees and imprints a reverent kiss upon 
the star beneath the altar, around which are inscribed 
the words, “Hic De Virgine Maria Jesus Christus Natu 
Est”—‘“Here of the Virgin Mary Jesus Christ was 
born.” In a little recess at the right of the Nativity 
Altar is venerated the Place of the Manger, the sacred 
wood of which has been treasured in the Basilica of 
St. Mary Major in Rome since the Twelfth century. 
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Here also is the Altar of the Magi, 
the adoration of those holy Kings. 

The Bethlehemites have come at an early hour fot 
this greatest moment of the year for them—the cele 
bration of the birth of their Divine Fellow-Citizen. 
At eleven o'clock all are alert as the liturgical proces- 
sion enters the church from the adjoining cloister. Ar- 
riving in the Sanctuary, the Patriarch is vested in cope 
and mitre at his throne, and chanting of the Office of 
Matins begins, with its beautiful appropriate Psalms 
and Lessons, and concluding with the most sublime of 
hymns, the “Te deum Laudamus.” 

As the last echo created by this song of praise dies 
away among the arches, the cope of the venerable pre- 
late is changed for a chausable of cloth-of-gold, while a 
distant bell chimes the hour of twelve. The Holy Sac 
rifice of the Mass begins, surrounded by all the solemn 
majesty with which the Church accompanies this hol 
iest act, and again at the Consecration, Christ is born 
upon the altar. 

At the conclusion of the Mass, the exquisitely beau- 
tiful figure of the Divine Babe unveiled on the altar 
at the Gloria in Excelsts, is placed in the Patriarch’s 
arm. Preceded by cross-bearer in sacred vestment 
and by the clergy walking two and two, the Infant i 
reverently borne through the spacious church, while is 
sung with ecstatic joy the Adeste Fideles, bidding 
all the world to “Come and Adore Him, born to-day in 
Bethlehem.” As the procession

THE HOLY FATHER’S CALL TO OBSERVE THE CHURCH UNITY OCTAVE 


As announced in the November Lamp, the Holy Father has assigned as the missionary as well as 
the General Intention of the A postleship of Prayer, during the month of January—Ut Omnes Unum Sint— 
“That All May Be One.” 

By this selection Pope Pius XIth has given evidence of his personal desire that the faithful observe 
the Church Unity Octave. 

It has long been the custom of His Holiness to say his Mass on the Feast of the Chair of Saint Peter 
at Rome, the first day of the Octave, for the return of all dissident Christians to communion with the Apos- 
tolic See, and it is to be presumed that the Holy Father himself will again this year participate in the ob- 
servance of the Octave, setting an example to all the faithful. 

It is also to be remembered that nearly Thirteen Hundred Cardinals, Patriarchs, Archbishops, Bishops, 
and other Prelates throughout the Catholic World have attached their signatures to a petition addressed to 
the Holy Father, asking him, by his Apostolic Authority to make the observance of this important Octave 
Universal. What the answer of his Holiness to this petition will be we do not know, but we ask the pray- 
ers of all our LAMP Readers that it may be an affirmative one. 

More people in the non-Catholic world are praying for Church Unity at the present time than ever 
before. Since heresy and schism have separated vast multitudes from communion with the Apostolic See, 
let us join with them during these eight days of prayer “Ut Omnes Unum Sint” that by the light of the 
Holy Ghost all non-Catholics may see in Pope Pius XIth, the real Successor of Saint Peter, clothed with 
all the authority which our Lord Himself conferred upon the Prince of the Apostles, and seeing they may 
believe and hearken to the voice of the Divine Master whom they profess to love and serve, calling them 
back to Catholic Unity, in order that there may be One Fold and One Shepherd.

MY LIFE AS AN OBLATE AT GRAYMOOR 
By Ruth (14 years old) 


Within these pleasant walls of Graymoor, I shall 
try to give an account of our daily life. 

We rise at six o'clock; at six-thirty we have Holy 
Mass in our little chapel; after Mass we have our 
breakfast, and then pay a short visit to the chapel. 
After making our beds we go to the refectory and do 
our work there. 

At nine o'clock we start school. We have a glass 
of milk just before. Besides our regular course, we 
study a little Latin. 

We have dinner at twelve-thirty; after which we 
have to help set the tables in the refectory. School 
begins at two-thirty, but from two to two-thirty we 
have recreation. We are dismissed from school at 
four o’clock. At four-thirty we have spiritual reading 
until five. At five o’clock in Choir we have the beau- 
tiful Office of Compline, which is followed by supper. 
We help in the refectory again, and then we are dis- 
missed for the evening. 

On Tuesday and Friday we have Benediction at 
seven o'clock. On Saturday and Sunday we have 
Benediction at four o’clock. From eight to nine 
we have Community Hour, and then we retire, 

On Wednesday we have a “long morning,” that 
is, we do not have to get up until seven-thirty. 

On First Friday we have a half-day Exposition, 
followed by a Benediction at eleven-thirty. 

Within this holy place there are four large 
buildings, namely, Nazareth, where the postulants 
and novices stay; they have a very nice com- 
munity room and two large porches. The next 
building is Bethlehem, where we stay; we have 
a lovely dormitory with six beds for us and one 
for the postulant who takes care of us, there is 
also a lovely little community room which our 
dear Reverend Mother designed with our Sister 
Superior, and in this little room, we have a Vic- 
trola, two tables and chairs, a nice closet and 
many nice pictures around the room. Besides 
these rooms we have another dormitory and a 
dear little school room; there are nine desks in it 
now (but room for more!), in the front corner is 
a little Shrine of St. Anthony. The next room is 
the parlor with its quaint fire-place and a radio. 

The most sacred and loved building of all 


is the Convent, where dwells our Lord in His taber- 
nacle of love. Between the Convent and the other two 
buildings is a concrete walk with flowers on either side. 
We have beautiful lawns on which we play croquet. 

Just outside the cloister gardens is the Hostel. The 
Hostel is a guest house where girls and women can 
spend a few weeks’ vacation amid the beautiful scen- 
ery with which we are surrounded. 

Near here is a farm of ours, called St. Anthony’s 
Farm, with pigs, ducks, horses, cows and many other 
animals. We have a lovely time when we go there. 
We also have a funny parrot at the farm and a little 
dog. Another place which we always look forward to 
going to is the Lake. It is from a spring and has no 
bottom. We go rowing with Sister. We start right 
after Vespers, about one o’clock and stay until seven 
or eight. We ride in a truck and eat candy on the 
way, and when we get there, we have a wonderful 
lunch, too, We also have some swings, and two of us 
were up in one, when creak—and down came the swing 
with us in it—but we’re both still alive. 

Every Sunday we have ice cream and sometimes 
during the week, too. On our birthdays we get a birth- 
day cake. 

Sometimes we go riding with Reverend Mother. We 
also look forward to these days. At Long Beach we 
have a summer cottage at the sea, where we go some- 
times. 

We have so many amusements that there isn’t any 
time to get lonesome. When we get a letter we all 
read it, just as if it were from our own people. 

I am here about two months, but it seems as if I 
were here a very long time. I think I have come to 
a close of my description of Graymoor, the Sacred 
place, blessed by the presence of our dear Lord and 
His Blessed Mother, Our Lady of the Atonement.

They 
are as follows: 

(1) The Altar; this can be made by the Friary 
carpenter and will cost over $100.00. (2) The Altar 
Crucifix, $20.00. (3) The six single Altar Candlesticks, 
$75.00 tor the set. (4) Two Reliquaries at $20.00 
each, to contain the holy relics of St. Francis and 
St. Clare. (5) Choir Stalls, which will cost probably 
about $300.00. (6) A small Bell for the tower; probably 
$250.00 would purchase this. It would be named for 
the Archangel Raphael, the angel of healing and patron 
of travelers. The giver’s name may be put on it. 

(7) Then there will be the Sisters’ cells to be 
furnished; $50.00 each would take care of these. (8) 
Ihe Refectory would be $100.00, and the kitchen 
$200.00, this will include a little electric stove. 

The Sisters have been under very heavy expenses 
for the installing of plumbing, heating and lighting 
plants, which, although small and of the plainest 
description, cost about $1,500.00.

In 1917 he went to Graymoor, New York, where he 
has labored faithfully and successfully for exactly 
twelve years as managing editor of “The Lamp,” “The 
Antidote,” “The Candle” and “The Graymoorian” four 
publications of national circulation. He also served 
as secretary of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost.

With the honorable stranger from China, I too ask: “Who 
is this Mary Krismus?’ Thousands of throats will warble 
an old pagan love song on the twenty-fifth of December with 
emphasis on the pagan part and the soft pedal on the 
true-love sentiment. The opening line goes something like 
this: “Mary Kris must.” T don't know what they mean. 
They dowt know what they mean. Agents for a certain 
type of greeting cards have been calling in packs, swarms 
and droves and from all the samples I have seen, Mary 
is going to get a wonderful shower of cards for her birthday. 

As long as Mary gets all these cards, I do not care. But 
TI am a conscientious objector when people get their dates 
mixed and send a comic Valentine on December the twenty- 
fifth, In my opinion Our Lord's Birthday deserves cards of 
appropriate design and sentiment. In fact, I have been 
looking for some of this type. For this very reason I 
nonchalantly walked into the stationer’s shop this morning. 
I wanted to see Christmas Cards. What I did see was about 
ten volumes of the most expensive and most elaborate trash 
that ever entered the retina of either eye, 

How a poor man sans college education and lacking lots 
of experience can connect these cards with Christmas is 
heyond my comprehension, You must use the process of 
elimination, deduction, association of ideas and last but not 
least, a strong imagination, Most of the cards seem to have 
been designed for architects and cigaret manufacturers. The 
friends of the former will be remembered this year with 
pictures of cozy little cottages buried under heaps of snow; 
and the other crowd will see more camels than Barnum 
and Hagenbeck together ever dreamed of, 3y way of 
apology T must say that some of the cards get as close to 
the idea of Christmas as to have a star on them. 

Your college training comes in very handy especially 
when you find a card representing an old Dutch scene. 
What has this to do with Christmas? Yes, I repeat the 


question, what has this to do with Christmas? That's an 
easy one, You see Santa Claus was introduced into Amer- 
ica by the Dutch. Santa Claus is closely connected with 
Christmas. Therefore the Dutch scene. Ask me another. 
A picture with a ship coming in merely means that maybe 
or perhaps, your ship will come in this Christmas. The 
“stage coach” design will be very popular again this year. 
The connection of the stage coach with Christmas is. . 
Now let me think a moment. Oh, yes! In “The Sketch Book” 
doesn't Washington Irving say something about going to a 
friend's house during the Christmas Holidays in a stage 
coach? Simple, isn’t it? There is lots of color in the series 
representing Mid-Victorians looking in shop windows for 
gifts. It looks so nice to see the toys in the windows, 
and the old gas lights on the corners. Christmas you know. 
It is supposed to remind you of Dicken’s Christmas stories. 
At least that’s a good guess isn’t it? A big empty arm- 
chair by a cozy fireplace would of course have to be on 
the card you send to friend husband if he never stays home 
evenings. It will remind him of the stocking he used to 
hang up, and the stocking will remind him of the socks 
you always forgot to darn. That will give you a good idea 
as to what to buy him for Christmas and of your duties for 
the coming year. You might add “Happy New Year” at 
the bottom and save a few cents. It is only the matter of 
a week. 

Another card in this wonderful collection of samples was 
almost as large as a billboard, “Wishing you all the joys 
of Christmas” was printed on it. All the joys of Christmas 
that you could possibly enjoy are vividly depicted in the 
border design. Here they are: Music and song; the Christ- 
mas tree; mistletoe and what goes on under it; the home- 
coming of relatives and the passing around of the wassail 
bowl. (Maybe this card was intended for England.) In 
hundreds of lots you can get this card at thirty-five cents 
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each in an attractive envelope. This ought to go across 
big provided it is not torn in the mail. Still another very 
appropriate design is “Vines in Winter”. This card will 
remind your friends of how cold it is in December. They 
need to be continually reminded, It has no other practical 
value. Commercially they can be purchased at eighteen 
and a half cents each, provided, of course, you take a 
hundred, 

The more sedate can send out cards on which are pictured 
a red candle, a twig of holly, a trio of Christmas carolers, 
a plum pudding (without the flames), or a basketful of dogs. 
You can get all of these in stock. One designer came very 
close to the Christmas idea on a “Jolly Christmas” card he 
depicts in flashy colors, three streaks of lightning, a few 
holly berries and a question mark. Thousands of old autos 
have been relegated to the city dumps. Millions of these 
cards would enjoy their company in innocuous desuetude. 

Amongst these hundreds of designs there was one repre- 
senting shepherds watching their flocks; one showed the 
Three Kings and their train, and one, only one there was 
of the Madonna and Child. 

After such an experience in my search for appropriate 
Christmas cards I can come to only one conclusion: The 
designers are suffering from a bad case of inferiority 
complex, They ure not only hard pressed for ideas but it 
seems they do not know where to find a picture of the 
Nativity. If 1 did not bave tive hundred and fifty-three

Some of 
these bandits came to the Mission, 
asking for the shen fu, the missionary. 
They wanted medicine. As there was 
no shen fu present, there was also no 
medicine. Contrary to their usual cus- 
tom, these bandits behaved very well. 
They left the mission without taking 
so much as a needle with them. In the 
city, however, they pillaged and robbed 
as they pleased, killing about a hun- 
dred people. The bandits stayed at 
Siho about three days, and hearing that 
soldiers were approaching they fled to 
the hills.” Brother Felix mentions that 
he is still alive, although the dreaded 
plague of typhus was raging.

Father Coenen, the faithful pastor of Nangina in 
Equatorial Africa, has been writing to us of his 
financial troubles. We are going to communicate 
them to the readers of THE Lamp. They may have 
the effect of stirring up GREATER SYMPATHY for him 
and MORE GENEROUS HELPFULNESS on the part of our 
Readers.—Editor-in-C hief. 

Father Coenen says, “No doubt I find myself 
financially in a hole at the present, and very badly so 
indeed. The loan of Captain G is worrying me 
unless I stop building and stop spending money until 
that amount has been paid off. The worst of it, dear 
Reverend Father, is that I must keep our religious 
teachers at work as well, and having 129 outside 
schools and about 280 Catechists, 1 am often wonder- 
ing how I will be able to make both ends meet. If 1 
had to give these Catechists a salary I could not pos- 
sibly do it. I only pay them the government tax (12 
shillings each) and 





Méther, for the remnants and all the other things that 
were in the parcel. I believe I read in The Lamp that Rev- 
erend Mother founded the Graymoor convent and, there- 
fore, you will know, by experience, the hardships and pov- 
erty of a new Foundation, and also the joy it gives to one 
when we receive the much needed help. Our little Francis- 
can Congregation of Native Sisters is growing rapidly and 
with it, the worries about its upkeep. We never thought 
that our native girls would answer the “Call” as they did. 
We have now twenty-two professed Sisters, seventeen Nov- 
ices, seven Postulants and forty-nine Aspirants. We have 








had six deaths within nine months, all of consumption. 
The Congregation was founded by Right Reverend Bishop 
Fleischer, Vicar Apostolic of Marianhill Vicariate. We 
visit the huts of the pagans and our Sisters walk miles and 
miles on these tours. They usually leave early in the morn- 
ing and return in the evening. It is no little sacrifice to 
walk up and down hills all day under a scorching sun. This 
month they visited 





even this costs }* 
money, about 3,000 
shillings a year. 
What can I do? 
Spiritual progress 
cannot be allowed to 
suffer on account of 
our material needs, 
however great, and 
they are many. I 
am doing the utmost 
to keep our table 
expenses as low as 
possible, but unfore 
tunately, we cannot 
do without eating at 
all. No doubt about 
it, the ordinary runs 
ning of a Mission in 
the wilds of Africa 
is expensive but it 
is worse so when the 
Mission itself has 
still to be built up as well. I sincerely hope that the 
dear readers of The Lamp are going to do something 
more in the near future, otherwise the building of a 
big church will still be a ‘Castle in the Air for years 
to come.”

have just received one, 
the daughter of a 
chief. He has brought 
her before the magis- 
trate, but she would 
not return. First, he 
(the father) whipped 
her until the blood ran 
down her arms and 
legs, but she would 
not return to her 
home. The magistrate 
was very good when hearing the case; he did not give judg- 
ment according to native law, which would have been: “The 
girl must return to her father, for she is his lawful property.” 
He only said to the father: “I am unable to give judgment 
in this case, try to help yourself.” The poor child is being 
tormented nearly daily either by her father or mother, or 
some other relative. 

The whole trouble is, the father has taken his fourth wife 
and needs oxen which he must give in return; being a chief 
he may ask twenty head of cattle for his daughter. These 
cattle he will lose by her becoming a Sister. Only a stout 
heart and divine grace can sustain her. I hope and pray 
that she will remain firm. She is only twenty-two years old. 
My only fear is that some day they will take her when she 
is off her guard and drag her home and give her over to 
some boy whom they will wish her to marry. All we can 
do is pray that she may persevere. 

In the near future I hope to visit America, the country of 
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my birth, after forty years of missionary work here in 
\frica 
My dear aged Mother is still alive 


Many things will have changed during those years. 
We were only two 
girls in the family; both of us were here in this mi ion. 
Four years ago my dear sister was out on a mission tour, on 
horseback; the horse shied, ran away and she was thrown 
from the saddle and broke her hip-bone so badly that she 
had to be operated on. She died of heart-failure five weel 
after the operation

Again we have the happiness of reporting an advance of two points for the Index Finger of St. Anthony’s 


Wonder-working Clock. Two points in a whole month, you may say, is not much, but let us remember that 


it takes one thousand dollars to push the Index Finger just one dot. In days gone by it took sometimes 


two or three months to record an advance of a single point. 


We confess that we are a bit disappointed that the 
First Goal of One Hundred Thousand Dollars is not 
being more rapidly approached. But we have gone 
seven thousand beyond the half-way post and we are 
almost certain the hand of the clock will move more 
rapidly in the near future. 

Since the beginning of November until the time 
of writing there has sounded on the Mount of the 
Atonement the bellowing of the compressor and the 
hum and rattle of the air-drills. The contractors have 
found the rock on the summit of the Mountain excep- 
tionally hard and they are much disappointed at the 
progress they are making in consequence. After the 
steel drills have been used a very few minutes they 
are dulled by the hardness of the rock and only two 
or three inches can be bored by a single drill. 

Yet, in spite of this adamantine resistance, progress 
is being made and the once beautiful site of the future 
church with its trees and flowers is just now converted 
into a mass of broken rocks. We are giving another 
picture of St. Anthony’s National Shrine as planned 
by the architect, Mr. John Stanton of New York.

The New Little Flower Campaign Now Under Way 


Thanks to the resourcefulness of our Friend in New 
York who inaugurated the First Campaign for the 
erection of the Little Flower Memorial Building three 
years ago we are happy to announce to the Clients 
of St. Theresa of the Child Jesus, that another Cam- 
paign, somewhat similar and yet quite different, has 
now been actually launched to erect the Third Section 
of the Memorial, so very much needed. 

Let us explain to our new Readers, of whom there 
are many thousands, what we mean by the Third 
Section. We can do this best by giving a picture 
of the Little Flower Building as it now actually 
exists and St. John’s College on the extreme left. You 
—much larger in reality than the perspective of the 
photograph reveals. The College building and the 
Little Flower Memorial are at right angles. The Third 
Section of the latter will be extended to the left until 
the buildings are joined completely. It will comprise 


on the first floor a kitchen large enough to take care 
of a community of two hundred and fifty. The second 
floor will contain a larger refectory for the Friars, who 
will pass their present one over to the students as an 
extension of the one they now have, which already is 
taxed to its utmost capacity—and every year the num- 
ber of students is increased. On the third floor will 
be more classrooms and a large study hall. The 
fourth floor will provide sleeping quarters for some 
thirty or more students. A gymnasium too is planned 
a little later. 

It is not intended on our part to send out a letter to 
those, who have received Christmas Cards or con- 
tributed very recently to St. Anthony’s National Shrine, 
and if any such do receive a letter explaining about the 
New Campaign and asking your co-operation until 
after New Year's, then put it down to accident, as it is 
impossible to altogether prevent our appeals from over- 
lapping and treading on each others heels. 


Saint Therese a Household Word 


It is difficult to believe that St. Therese, if she were 
alive today, would be only fifty-six years of age. The 
vivid, living personality of the Little Flower has so 
thoroughly impressed itself on world thoughts that one 
feels without reflecting she has always belonged to us. 
Truly St. Therese is universal. This child saint who 
died at the age of twenty-fqur has become a household 
word in homes among people who could not, perhaps, 
pronounce her name in its native accents. No wall is 
too narrow to forbid place for a likeness of the serene 
countenance of this Saint who on earth desired so ear- 
nestly and sincerely to be all unknown. From the 
warm human pages of the book she wrote about her- 
self a personality emerges which has captured the 
heart of the world. 


From babyhood St. Therese had been distineuished 
by the unusual depth of her affections. From infancy 
it was clear that her’s was no cold, calculating nature 
which trades in friendships and gives love only in 
the direction where advantage lies. The loss of her 
mother was the major tragedy in an otherwise blissful 
childhood. Father, brother and sisters were left to 
fill the void, but to one of Therese’s sensitive unre- 
served nature no human love could completely satisfy 
for the human love that had gone. A sorrow second 
only to this in the little one’s childhood was the sacri- 
fice of Pauline, her eldest sister, who had been most 
successsful of all in the effort to requite the child’s 
need of affection. 

To those whose faith is tried by the mystery of 
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pain and loss a partial answer may be found in the 
experience of St. Therese. She might have become a 
beautiful Sister of Carmel; but if God had left to the 
child human objects on which to lavish the affections 
of that rich nature there could not have been left so 
much of love to give to God. Unless the Divine and 
last Lover had struck from her the props of earthly 
support could she have thrown herself quite so unre- 
servedly into His arms? 

The marvel of Therese is the wealth and the depth 
of the love she gave to Jesus Christ. She never be- 
lieved He could be loved coldly and formally. She 
loved as children love, warmly and impulsively, with- 
holding nothing. She tried to love Christ as He loved 
us, even to the death of the cross. One has estimated 
that lovely life unfairly if he imagines that Therese’s 
days were a round of ecstacies and covering altars with 
flowers. Carmel is a stern discipline. The young girl 
was not a pampered favorite, Like all others in the 
community she was set to the performance of the 
humblest and meanest tasks. One of the reasons why 
we invoke Therese as a saint today is because she 
heard in the voice of her Superior the voice of God 
and gave to every humdrum menial task the limit of 
her cheerful uncomplaining ability. She loved God 
so utterly without selfishness that she was content to 
love and receive nothing back from the Divine Love 
in the way of a sensible manifestation. 

She is now a Saint. In beseeching God we may men- 
tion her name. Many have done so and been rewarded. 
Better than to ask for the grace of a miracle would be 
to ask through her intercession the gift of a love some- 
thing akin to her own, a love in which the world and 
self are not so much as thought of. We were created 
out of love. The first and most important command- 
ment of the law is a mandate to love God with all one’s 
mind and heart and soul, and the second is akin to it.
